On the transfer of the administration of the Panjab in 1849 
Introductory. Malsa Barlar records, consisting of official 

papers dea mg with the ministerial details of the 
sevei-al departments of the Goyernment of Maharaja Ranjit 
Smgn and his successors, came into the hands of the British 
GoToroment ai,d safely deposited in the anohives of the 
Civil Secretariat Here they remained untouched for well nieh 
seventy years till Sir Michael O’Hwyer directed this rich mine of 
histoucal material to be explored. The following pages are the 
result ol the work of arrangement and classification which, was 
undertaken under the orders of Government and has been carried 
on without interruption dui'ing the past four years. It is expected 
that two other similar volumes will be published later on. ^

^ 3,000 ^eets. The paper used is of the kind commonly 
im^nasJashmmox S-tdlkoti^a^eTmdi, as a rule,' the sheete= 
measpe 5x7^. The language is Persian and the writine a 
running by no means easy to decipher without con- 

siderable practice. Though some of the papers are as much as a 
century old, they are for the most part in a good state of nre- 
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Agencies of the British Government. They are all in Persian, 
witten in a running shikasta hand. 

When I undertook the preparation of a catalogue of these 
, .... . papers I found them lying in confused heaps on 

logne. ***** the shelves of the vernacular office in the 
Secretariat rooms. There was nothing to 
indicate either the subject or the chronological order of these 
handles ; even the papers comprised in each bundle were utterly 
disarranged, and the want of continuous and consecutive paging 
of the papers rendered the task of arrangement more difficult. 
My first attempt was, therefore, to subject the entire contents of 
these shelves to a preliminary examination and to draw up for 
my own use a rough list of the whole collection. I had then to 
sort these bundles by subjects in a chronological and consecutive 
order and accordingly prepared another list sliowing these parti- 
culars. Only when these preliminaries were over, could I com- 
mence and take in hand the work of actual arrange loent and 
classification and I have now after a thorough examination of 
these bundles grouped them in the following four main heads in 
reference to the subject matter : — 

(1) dajfar jmj — relating to the army. 

(2) „ mat — relating to the general revenues, 

(3) „ relating to royal wardrobe and the 

King’s privy purse. 

(4) „ jdg?rat — relating to the jdffzr accounts. 

It is proposed to issue the catalogue in three volumes— 
Tolume I, comprising bundles relating to the army ; Volume II, 
comprising bundles relating to the general revenues; and 
volume III, comprising bundles relating to the toshdkhdna and 
jdgir accounts. 

The volume now issued contains a summary catalogue of 
66 bundles pertaining to dapar faui or the Mili- 
tary Depa.rtinent. These papers fall in three 
sections, viz. — 
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(1) hardwurd taqstm ialab or the pay rolls. A 
has been reproduced as an appendix. 


(2) /oj»* ^rch or the papers relating to the credit and 

debit accounts of the Army Department, 

(3) ehihra or the descriptive-rolls. 

Bach of the above sections is sub-divided into two parts— one 
uj din or the regular army organized on the Buro- 
and the other with fauj sotodri, or the irregular 



cavalry. The pay rolls of the regular army date from Sambat 
1876 (1819 A. D-), those of the irregular cavalry from Sambat 
1901 (1844 A. D.) aud the jam' MarcA accounts of the two 
branches also run from the corresponding dates. 

It is necessary to state that the papers relating to the two 
branches of the army prior to the dates above noted will be dealt 
with in Tolume II of the present series. This plan has been 
adopted with a view to maintaining the original arrangement of 
the records. Before the separate daftars for the two branches 
were organized in Sambat years 1876 (1819 A.D.) and 1901 (1844 
A.D.) respectively, all the military records were kept in the same 
bundles along with those relating to the general revenues, where 
they have accordingly been allowed to remain. 

The present volume has been divided into four parts, viz., Part 
I relating to the pay rolls of the Regular army; 

Arrangement of Part n relating to the pay rolls of the Irregular 
the TOinme. Cavalry ; Part III relating to the jam‘ March 

accounts, and Part IV relating lo the Descriptive Rolls. 

Each part contains a summary catalogue of the various 
bundles grouped under that particular head. 

The papers contained in each bundle have been arranged 
and catalogued in a serial order, the date of the rolls for each 
separate unit as well as the total number of folios comprised 
within each set being also stated. With a view to indicating, 
clearly the growth of the army, the total strength* together with 
the monthly expenditure on pay of each of the three arms — 
infantry, cavalry and artillery — ^liave been given at five year 
intervals ; although further details of pay and strength of in- 
dividual units are shown only at ten year intervals. Here and 
there explanatory notes have also been added. 

Again each of the four parts into which the volume is 
divided has been prefaced with a concise narrative of the main 
facts which an examination of the papers reveals. In this 
manner it has been found possible, within the compass of not 
more tba.Ti 26 pages, to present a more or less clear picture of 
the organization of the Khdlsa army, its growth and the ai^inis- 
tration of its chief branches as well as of the system of maintain- 
ing military records of the different kinds. Specimens of certain 
original documente, one of which has been reproduced ^^an ap- 
pendix and the other in the body of the book on page nOT, 
indicate the kind and character of the . enlxies on the b^ of 
which the prefatory notes hav e been compiled.

PART 1. 

REGULAR ARMY. 

The jauj’din or regular army of Eanjit Siugh consisted. 
Introductory. pi’inciiially, of infautij and artillery, trained 

in European methods of drill. The entire 
cavalry, excepting a few regiments of dragoons and lancers trained 
by General Allard, was essentially composed of the ghoreliarahs 
or irregular horse. 

The use of artillery and the employment of large masses 
H 5 gtoj,y of disciplined infantry were recent inno- 

vations in the Indian system of warfare. 
The Mughals, the Marhattas and the Sikhs were all accustomed 
to fight on horseback only, they despised foot soldiers, and in 
artillery they never became proficient. It was not till the middle 
of the 18th century, when the Erench and the English had demon- 
strated the vast superiority of disci jfiined infantry, that the 
Indian potentates understood the value of this arm and began 
to raise battalions with the help of European adventurers who had 
found their waj^ into India through the Erench and English East 
India Companies. Haidar ‘Ali, Madhoji Sindhia and Jaswant 
Rao Holkar first took tlie initiative, and partially remodelled 
their armies. In the Panjab, how'cver, the old system sur- 
vived. The country was more or less under the sway of the 
confederate Khdlsa whose every member was supposed to be a 
horseman. The military force of tin; various chiefs of this 
confederacy was composed essentially of cavalr;y, for though 
some artillery w'as also maintained, it was far from j)roperly 
managed. The infantry, which was held in low estimation, 
usually garrisoned the forts, bcfsides being employed on 
the meaner duties of the service. It was only in the beginning 
of the nineteenth century, wiien Raujlt Singli had raised a few 
battalions of disoi23lined infantry, that the Sikhs learned the 
value and pro|)er use of this arm. Of all the Sikh wisidars, 
Ranjit Singh was the only one who realised that, with the advent 
of the Eurojiean nations in India, existing tactics had be- 
come ineffective, and that cavalry could not long hold out 
against the steady fire of the gunner and the musketeer. 
He came to believe that no Indian State, unless it adopted their 
methods, could, in any case, nold out against the European 
nations. He, therefore, took in hand the remodelling of his forces 
and applied himself to the task with far greater earnestness than 
the rulers of Mysore or the Marhatta chiefs had done before 
him ; and at last succeeded, though not without some difficulty, 
in making his people give up their customary order of battle. 
By degrees the infantry service came to be preferred in the 


Panjab, and Ranjit Singb lived to see it regarded as the proper 
warlike array of his people. 

In the absence of any direct evidence from the records of his 
Government, ^ it is difficult to ascertain the 
fir8®"'1nt^od”ce®^l:nrS‘ ^8,te when Ranjit Singh raised his 

drill. first battalion of regular infantry. On the 

evidence, however, of the descriptive-rolls (dealt with in Part 
IV of this volume) one can say with some confidence that in 
Sambat 1864 (1807 A.D.) the Maharaja had at least three such 
battalions in his service, though a year later Mr. (afterwards 
Sir) 0. Metcalfe, who came to his Court as envoy of the Eng- 
lish, “ saw five of them in the service of the Raja.” 

Sayyid Muhammad Latif in his History of the Panjab 
states that the new battalions, known as paltan Najtb, together 
with top'ihdna khass i King’s Own battery), formed part of the 
force sent against Ahmad ^an of Jhang in 1803. But following 
Sohan Lai — the court historian of the Maharaja — one is led to 
think that it was Jaswant Eao Holkar,^ who first suggested 
the maintenance of regular infantry when he met Ranjit Singh 
in 1806 at Amritsar. 

Prom the study of the pay rolls of the earlier years it 
appears that at first the infantry service was 
omposi ion. popular. In almost all the battal- 

ions raised between Sambat 1864 and 1870 (1807 - 18.3 A.D.) 
the Panjabi element was very meagre, and the bulk of the regulars 
consisted of Hindustanis, Gurkhas and Afghans, who enlisted 
in considerable numbers, attracted chiefly by the good pay and 
the prospect of adventure. The gkorcliarfihs still looked with 
contempt upon the foot soldier and the proud old chiefs 
resented the innovation. But Ranjit Singh, wlio had been much 
impressed with the superiority of Euroj)ean drill, was not 
the man to be turned from his purpose. Perseverance, com- 
bined with his usual tact, soon enabled him to conquer the 
prejudices of his people. He began to show special favour to 
the newly-created branch of the army in every possible way. 
He used to attend its parades in person and, as marks of his 
pleasure, he would not infrequently distribute gifts of money and 
clothes to the men with his own hands. Eor his own co-religionists,

wbo Joined these raiihs, the conditions of serTice in the beginning 
■were made specially attractiye. Instead of being paid at 
a fixed monthly rate like other non-Paniabi sepoys ffor the Sikhs 
in the heginning abhorred the very idea of cash payment), 
they were given assignments of land-revenue or land or 
were paid lump sums twice a year at harvest time.^ The 
service vas thus gradually made popular in the province, so that 
after Samhat 1875 (1818 A.D.) we find the Panjabi element 
predominant in all the branches of the regular army. The ranks 
of this army were filled with Sikhs, Hind-iis, Muhammadans and 
Eajputs. It will also he noticed from the sueceed-ing pages that, 
as Eanjit Singh’s plans developed, he exhibited the same cosmo- 
politanism in the officering of this army. Europeans or Indians, 
Hindiis or Muslims, Sikhs or Eajputs, all were employed, pro- 
vided they knew their trade. 

In. the beginning, the organisation of the regular army 
was very simple. Each battalion of in- 
fantry with two liorse guns attached to it 
as a complete unit, and was controlled and looked 
own commanding officer, the kumedan or Com- 
be was called. But gradually, as the Maharaja 
employed more efficient officers like Ventura, Allard, Court, 
Avitabile and others, the organisation underwent a considerable 
change. IVe accordingly find that after Sambat 1890 (1833 
A.D.b a battalion, instead of being a complete unit, formed only 
a part of llie unit, the army being then organised into brigades, 
each of which contained a fixed proportion of the three arms, 
infantry, ai’tillery and cavalry, with the necessary services for 
the supply of ammunition and forage. Asa rule, the brigade was 
composed of 4 battalions of infantry, one battery of 8 to 10 horse 
guns, and a small force varying from a risdlah^ to a regiment of 
cavalry with a company of beldam ‘(Sappers ajid Miners). 

In the organization of infantry, a battalion was the administra- 
tive and manoeuvring unit. It was about 900 
strong and was commanded by an officer of the 
rank of a Commandant {kumedan) who had an Adjutant and a Major 
to assist him. To each battalion was attached a munshi or clerk, a 
muiasaddi, or accountant who kept the regimental accounts, and 
a granthi or reader of the Sikh scriptures. In a battalion there 
were 8 companies of nominal strength of about 100 each. These 
were commanded by suhaddrs and each suhaddr was assisted by 
t'wo jam‘ddrs. A company was divided into 4 sections of about

to assist him. The phtiriya* (probably French ,;'ourrier) and_ the 
sergeant who were not assigned to any section perhaps assisted 
the company commander in his administrative duties. 

The artillery, or more exactly topJMm (which is the 
generic term used for artillery in these 
Artillery. papers) was sub-divided into (i) topkhdna 

jinsi comprising mixed batteries of aspi (horse) and gciwi 
(bullock) guns and (howitzers), (w) topk^cina aspi or purely 

horse batteries, and (iii) znynhUfcihkhdnci or swivel batteries. 

The number of guns in a mixed battery varied from 10 to 
25 and sometimes even more ; in a horse battery it ranged from 6 
to 10 and in a swivel battery the number was about 60. 

The organisation and interior economy of a battery very much 
resembled that of an infantry battalion. The average strength 
of a 10-gun battery was 260 men including non-combatants® 
under a Commandant assisted by an Adjutant and a Major. 
Each battery was divided into sections, each section comprising 
one gun having on an average 11 gunners attached to it. A 
section was under the control of a fam‘ddr who had a hawdlddr 
and Sktidih as his assistan ts. 

The regular army of the Maharaja was, as a rule, paid . 

ill cash ; but instances of payment by an 
assignment of revenue-free lands in lieu 
of monthly salaries to some of the liigher officers are not 
wanting. However, there was neither a fixed scale according 
to which men in various grades of service were paid, nor 
any hard and fast regulations which governed their promo- 
tion from a subordinate to a higher rank. While the scale 
of emoluments for the several ranks varies within certain limits 
in different regiments, and in different years, it may be of interest 
to mention that a careful examination of the pay rolls for a period 
extending over nearly twenty years reveals an average approxi- 
mating the salaries given in the following statement : —

In the artillery branch tlie rate of pay was much the same 
as in the infantry. In the cavalry it was much higher. A 
soiodr was paid between Es. 20 and Es. 26 a month and a risdl- 
ddr (a ranlc similar to that of a subaddr of infantry) Es. 40 
to Es. 48, 

The scale given above, it should be noted, is that which was 
generally followed during the lifetime of Eanjit Singh. After 
iiis death the army became all powerful and forced successive 
rulers to inei*ease their pay. 

It will be instructive to give in a tabular form the 
strength of the regular army at different 
times during the Sikh rule. The figures 
given below will show how during his own lifetime the Maharaja 
kept the size and expenditure of his army within proper limits, 
and how within seven years after his death, both the strength 
of the army and the amoimt paid on account of salaries, were 
veiy considerably increased. Thd size of the army was almost 
doubled while the^ expenditure rose in even greater proportion : —

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the Company’s troops. With this object, he took into his 
service a large number of Europeans, some of whom proved to be 
very capable officers. The result was that his army was kept in 
a most efficient state of equipment and training. 

The Sikhs under these officers soon mastered the com- 
plicated manoeuvres of a European army and all the tactics 
of European warfare. And, in 1846, when their efficiency 
was put to a severe test they were found equal to the oeeasion. 
Cunningham, speaking of the first Sikh war, says : “ the 
guns of the Sikhs were seiwed with rapidity and precision, and 
the foot soldiers stood between and behind their batteries, firm 
in their order and active with their nursket. The resistance 
met by the English on this occasion was wholly unexpected, and 
it was at Ferozeshah for the first time that the Indian and the 
British soldiers of the English armies met an equal antagonist 
with their own weapons — even ranks and the fire of artillery.” 

Thus the value of discipline and the European methods of 
fighting introduced among his men by the sagacious Eanjit had 
borne their fruit, and if the Sikhs lost the day at Ferozeshah, it 
was mainly for want of competent and honest commanders. 

“ Never did a native army having so relatively slight an 
advantage in numbers fight a battle with the British in which 
the issue was so doubtful as at Ferozeshah ; and if the victory 
was decisive, opinion remains divided as to what the result 
might have been if the Sikh troops had found commanders with 
sufficient capacity to give their qualities full opportunity.”^

SUMMARY CATALOGUE. 

Part I of the volume deals with 39 bundles relating to the 
pay rolls of the regular army, from Sambat 1876 to 1966 (1819— 
1848 A.D.). Of these, 10 relate only to the troops stationed in 
Peshawar, Kulu, Bannu and Tonk at different times, whereas the 
remaining '29 contain the rolls of the entire regular army. The 
pay rolls from Sambat 1868 to 1873 (1811—16 A.D.) will be 
found in the bundles relating to General Revenues (to be 
issued in volume Ilj ; the rolls from Sambat 1873 to 1876 (1816 
— 19 A.D.) are missing as well as those for Sambat years 1884, 
1889 and 1896. The pay rolls of cavalry regiments from 
Sambat 1890 onwards (with the exception of those treated in 
Bundle Aa 26 (w)) are also missing. 

In studying the rolls, the following points should be borne in 
mind : — 

First . — The units, whether a paltan (battalion) of infantry, 
a derah (battery) of artillery, a rajman (regiment) of cavalry, or, 
as afterwards, a brigade of all the three arms, were, as a rule, 
called after the name of their commanding officers. 

Secondly / — That the ‘ date of rolls ’ given under each head or 
sub-head, denotes a period covered by several sets of i^ay rolls. As 
explained on page 127, the troops were paid only five times in the 
year. The pay rollspf an official year accordingly comprise 5 sets. 
The number of folios noted under each of the sub-heads is the 
total number of the papers contained in all the sets of pay rolls 
under that sub-head.

Ori the 15th of Katik 1897 (5th November 1840 A,D,) -when 
Maharaja liharak Singh, and his son, Priui'e Nan Nihah breathed their last — 
one dying a natural death and the other killed by aecicleiit or design — Iwo 
claimants appeared for the vacant throne. The first was Rani Ohaiid Kaiir, 
widow of Maharaja, Kharak Singh ; the second, Prince Sher Singh, a reputed 
son of ifak-araja Eanjit Singh, a 1)raYe soldier who possessed some influence 
,witli the army, (diand Kaur rlaimed the vacant throne for tlie expected son 
of Nau Nihai Singh (his wdfe being pregnant at the time of his death), her 
claims being supported by the Sindhanwalias and a few other powerful Chiefs. 
Sher Singh was favoured by the Bogra party, at the head of which wa,s Baja 
Dhian Singh and his brotherB, Kajas Gidab Singh and Suchet Singh, with 
Misar (afterwards Buja) Lai Singh and others. For the time being, an 


amicable settleniet>t was art'ivt'd at, and it was agreed bj both parties that 
Eani Ohand Kanr should exercise stipremc jiower as regent till the widow 
of Nan Nihil Singh was deliveied of a son, In reality Dhian Singh was 
not pleased with this change of affairs, since he wanted Sher Singh to 
be Mabarija. fie accordingly advised hiiu io retire to_ his estates in 
Bitala., himself repaired to .Tammu, on the score of ill-health. But 
during his absence be left his agents in Lahore and kept hiinself in eomintnii- 
eation with the officers of the army, and in a month^s time succeeded in 
winning over many of them to his side on promises of iii‘ams and increased 
pay. Assurances of allegiance and support being given by the troops present 
in "Lahore, Sher Singh made his appearance before tbe walls of tbe city and 
laid siege to the foit. The history of the siege of Lahore is too well known 
to be repeated here. For five days the garrison held out bravely against tbe 
whole Sikh army whieli lost in the assault a great number of men. On the 
si-icth, the wily Ohian Singh reached Lahore and opened negotiations of peace 
with his brother, Guiai) Singh, who had allied himself wdth the Queen. On 
the seventh day the fort was surrendered and Sher Singh was seated on the 
throne. The ^laUa soldiery now demanded the fulfilment of the promises 
held out to them, and we find from the rolls that %vith the disbursement of the 
monthly salary, each unit of the army was given one month's pay as iidan). 
The rolls further show lliat a couple of months after this, their pay w'as also 
permanently raised.

R&marh ^, — Besides the pay rolls, the biiiidle cuiitains two important 
lists — one relating to the izdfa or increment in the pay of the army and the 
other to the distribution of in^dm given by Raja Hira Singh to the troops for 
their loyal support in his hour of struggle against the Sindhanwalias. 

Between the Sindhanwalias and the Dogiu parties the greatest enmity exist*- 
ed. Both had possessed great power and influence during the later years of 
Ranjit Singh^s reign, and each looked with jealousy and suspicion upon its rivaL 
On the death of the Maharaja, each desired to possess undisputed power. 
But the hopes of the Sindhanwalias were, for the time being, frustrated when 
Sher Singh ascended the throne after a bloody struggle. On the surrender of 
the Foii of Lahore in January 1841 to Sher Singh, almost all the members of 
Sindhanwalia family, with the exception of Hhamsher Singh, fled from the 
Banjab. Their estates were confiscated, and they remained as if in exile for 
one year when they were re-taken into favour in October 181*2 at the inter- 
cession of Bhai Ram Singli. Though outwardly reconciled, they seem to 
have stuck to their plan of removing out of their way both the 
Maharaja and his minister, and to wiehl the whole power of the State 
as guardians of young Dalip. With Slier Hingli they plotted the murder 
of his minister whom he both hated and feared, and "with Dbian Singh 
they conspired against the life ot‘ the Maharaja ; and in the end suc- 
(leeded in killing both on tlie l^*th September 1648. But the victory 
was not so easy as they jierhaps thought, and nor did the course of 
events run very smooth. In Hira Singh, Raja Dhian Singh had a son not 
less clever than" himself, but decidedly more than a match for his father^s 
inveterate enemies, the Sindhanwalias. tL-i was determined to avenge the 
death of his father. He approached the ‘pane lies of the army and by holding 
out to them promises of large in^dms and increased pay at once gained them 
over I and attacked and captured fort where Ajit Singh and Lehna Singli 
had taken refuge. Both these chiefs \vere killed, and Hira Singdi was pro- 
claimed wiiBtr of the kinodom. On his having seeiuvd the tvasidrat Hira Singh 
lost no time in fulfilling his promises to the army. Ho increased their pay 
and alp grmited one month's pay as gratuity the whole army : both oT 
these lists will be found arranged in series {iv) of the bundle.

PART IL 

IRREGULAR CAVALRY. 

The irregular cavalry of Ranjit Singh may be divided into two 
Introductory ronmrt.. parts —the ouo comprising the contingents 
supplied by the jcKjtnUy^ or fief-holders 
anci the other the gliofchafah force paid directlv from the 
State Treasury. 

In the former class, the grantees liad to furnish efficient and 
well-equipped troopers whenever required by the State, the num- 
ber of the horses maintained being determined hy the value of the 
fief. On the day of the Dasahm, every jagvrdar was required 
to present himself at the general review" .'.hen a strict muster of 
his contingent ivas taken by the Mabarapi in person. The ser- 
vices of these so Jcars, however, were being put in constant I'e- 
quisitiop througbout the year ei flier to' chastise a refractory 
chief or to realize revenues from defaulting samutddrs, etc. 

The salaried ghofcharahs coiestituted the standing cavalry 
force. The old system of feudal levies was unconsciously yield- 
ing place to the new method ot standing armies. A bare outline 
of the change may be given below. 

In the earliest stages of the rise of tlie /cMlsa every 
Hktory. ®»Mier could get himself enrolled ib 

the national army and fight under the 
bannei of aiij chief. Ibis army (dal khsJsct') was convoked bv 
the ahdlU _ of Amritsar at times of national peril. It was, in fact 
a force which temporarily muted individual plunderers into an 
army against a common foe. The soldiers were paid out of a 
common fund to which alt contributed by plunder, and they dis- 
banded as soon as the purpose for wliich they were convened was 
achieved. In sucli a state of things, the personal tie between the 
soldier and the chief was but weak, and wo constantly find Sikh 
soldiers of the period transferring alletrianoe from one chief to 
another. Towards the end of the iSth century, however, we find 
a tendency on the part of some chiefs to keep an organised band 
of soldiers around them. 

i. j more important chiefs 

had established themselves info the well-known twelve indepen- 
dent mish of the Panjnb. These chiefs fiad each his own territoiT 
treasure and followers, and each misl became, in fact, a miniature 
kingdom. 

» The aM«* were a body of warrior prie»te who held ehavge of the temple at AmriW 
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As the Durrani Kingdom of Kabul became more and more 
enfeebled by internal strife, the Sikhs no longer apprehended 
any serious danger to their faith from that quarter, and not only 
did the national spirit of co-operation, which had marked their 
early rise, begin to Tanish but these chiefs were soon engaged in 
mutual jealousies and quarrels. It became isnportant for the 
chiefs, therefore, to maintain their military strength. Tlie soldier 
was still paid out of the pland(,*i' in .sin : cess fill raids, but as 
gradually the soldiery began to get poirion.s of the lands they 
had helped to conquer, they began to regard i-hemsehes as 
partners with their chief, and consequently the sentiments of 
loyalty and allegiance became stronger. 

Side by side with this, anothei’ important change was going 
on. In the early clays of their rise, the entire iMlm was a 
camp of fighting men, and any Sikh wdio possessed adequate jiro- 
fioiency in arms could and did become *a niornber of the dal 
Malm and claim bis share of the spoil. As tli<! mkldars e.stab- 
lished their power, a large number of the.-.e pei^pie ioidc :o plough- 
ing and other peaceful occupations, and some protection of pro- 
perty and person was secured The soldier became a distinct 
unit of society and the militant MMsa was transformed into a 
professional soldier. 

We thus see three clear stages iu ciiis evolutionary process. 
Kirstwehave tha Mdlsa soldier tighting for his religion'and being 
remunerated out of a common fund raised by plunder. In the 
second stage he is fighting both for religion and for plunder 
under the banner of a chieftain of lii.s own choice and still being 
paid out of the spoils of conquest. La.stly. wi; sec that he has 
adopted fighting as a profession, that is, a.s'a means of livelihood. 

It was at about this time that I’anjir. Singh appeared on 
the scene and by his great natural talents gave a definite form and 
direction to these movements. .He perceived that if he could not 
abolish the custom of granting fiefs for military service, he should 
discourage it wherever possible. He preferred a regularly paid 
standing army to a band of followers loosely associated by vague 
hopes of plunder, and, accordingly, early in Ins reign be raised a 
regiment of salaried ghorchafah sowar .. A few years later he 
raised another regiment known as that of the khd-ss ordeHies. 
These two regiments served as a uucleu.s of tbe stauiing cavalry 
which subsequently swelled into a large army. 

The general body of the ghorehardhs w'as classified as the 
ghofehardh khdss and the mislddrs. The former comprised only 
one regiment which was exclusively recruited from among.st the 
noble families of the province, while the latter term, mislddr. 
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denoted those smaller chiefs who, on the overthrow of their inde- 
pendent power, took np service under Ran Jit Singh with their 
respective bands of horsemen. Those whom he dispossessed of 
their lands and property he thought himself bound to compensate 
and to provide for. To those who were of peaceable disposition he 
granted a small cash allowance, while the ehieftaiu and his 
trained warriors were readily taken over into the army. In 
fact, the major portion of Ranjit Singh’s irregular cavalry was 
the outcome of this line of policy. 

The troops of the Bamgarhia Sardars and those of Milkha 
Singh Thepuria formed two big derahs or divisions and the 
followers of the subordinate chiefs were amalgamated en hloe 
to the chahSrySxi and the Orderly Corps. 

The irregular cavalry is, in the kMlsa darhsr records, vari- 
- . .. ously designated as the ghorcharah fauj, 

rgsnisa ion. sowdn fauj and fatij he~qaivaid. The last 

of these designations was probably given to distinguish it from the 
qavoafid-dan or regular army and appears more appropriate 
in as much as it explained its character and constitution. 

Be-qawd‘id literally means that which follows no prescribed 
rules, and since this branch of the army did not accept the intro- 
duction of European methods of military drill and discipline, 
which were enforced by the Maharaja with full vigour in his 
regular army, the ghorohardhs were known as the be~qawdHd 
fauj. 

There was neither any system of regimentation in its ranks, 
nor was the entire irregular force placed under any one man 
holding the chief command. This force was divided into several 
d^erahs, each of which formed a complete unit. 

Ordinarily a derah had on its regimental staff one Com- 
mander^ — although with no specified rank — assisted by one subor- 
dinate officer and clerical establishment consisting of a waMl, 
a writer and a pay mimshi. The chief drummer or dhamsa 
mwaz and the ensign or nishdncM were also borne on the list 
of the staff officers. To each derah was invariably attached one 
granthi or reader of the Sikh scriptures. 

A 4&mh itself was formed of several subordinate groups, 
technically called misk. Each misl was composed of a band of 
horsemen who, being usually members of one clan, joined the 
army in company under the leadership of their chief, and the

A misl, therefore, like the company in a regiment, was a 
subordinate unit of the cUi'ali, though it had no resemblance 
with the latter in other respects. These misls had neither a fixed 
or uniform strength nor were they sub-divided into sections. Tiie 
strength of a misl varied from 15 to 70, sometimes even more.

Misar Diwan Ohand, Jam'dar Khushhal Singh, Sardar Lehna 
Singh, Majithia, Kaja Suchet Singh, the Sindhanwalia and the 
Attariwala Sardars each commanded a division — the Maharaja 
himself being the generalissimo of the army. This type of organi- 
zation, it may be remarked, kept intact the spirit of clannish union 
and its old tendency of fighting under the immediate command of 
a natural leader, while it did not deny to the misldar the lessons 
of co-operation which the unity of a supreme command otherwise 
imparts. 

On closely examining the names of the troopers and their 
sub -castes, as given in the pay rolls, it appears 
CompositiOD, irregular cavalry was mostly com- 

posed of the Jat Sikhs inhabiting the Doabs in the Central 
Panjab, the Hindu Rajputs of Jammu and Kangra hills and the 
Muhammadan Rajputs occupying the present Jhelum and Q-ujar 
Khan tracts. The Pathans, Khatris and Hatta Brahmins also 
appear in the army lists, but the Rajputs and Jafcs remained the 
predominant element. 

The irregular cavalry was composed very largely of land- 
holders and jagzrdai's. Their pay and emo- 
luments were comparatively higher than 
those of the members of the regular army. 

In the beginning, the Maharaja, following the traditional 
practice, paid them hj jdgtrs to the value of Rs 300 -~Rs. 400 
per annum per trooper. But gradually as their number increased 
and the practice of cash payment became more common, the salary 
of a trooper ranged between Rs. 250 — Rs. 300 a year to start 
with, and out of this sum he had to provide for himself and his 
horse. 

Eanjit Singh, it may be remarked, secured this fine material 
at a comparatively cheap cost — as it was not so much for his pay 
that a man joined the ghorcharah ranks as for the love of flght- 
and the dignity attached to this branch of the army.

The gliOfcliafaJi fanj of llanjifc Singh represented the upper 
^ , , classes of society. It vras recruited and offi” 

Henei*. remarvs. corod fi’oin auiongst the relatives and fol- 

lowers of those independent chiefs whom the Maharaja had brought 
under subjection. 

In his early days they were the right hand men of Ranjit 
Singh and conquered for him the rich provinces of Jammu, 
K^gra, Multan and Kashmir. In the most desperate ventures, 
where the tactics of his reformed or regular army failed, the 
bold and fearless ghoroharahs often saved the situation. By their 
desperate courage they had earned for themselves a name, and for 
Ran jit Singh a kingdom. 

The proud bearing of a gJiorcharah — when riding his noble 
steed with his long tapering bamboo lance bending in the air and 
his silver-hossed shield rattling against Iiis sword and pistol — won 
for him the admiration of every one who saw him. Baron Hugel — 
a Prussian traveller, who visited Ran jit Singh’s court in 1836— 
speaks of this cavalry in the following terms : —I requested leave 
to inspect them (the gh&reharahs) and never beheld a finer nor 
a more remarkably striking body of men. Each one was dressed 
differently, and yet so much in the same fashion that they all 
looked in perfect keeping. The handsome Raja Suchet Singh 
(commander of one of the biggest divisions) was in a similar 
costume, and reminded me of the time when the fate of empires 
hung on the point of a lance, and when the individual whose 
hold heart beat fearlessly under his steel breastplate was the sole 
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founder of his fortunes. The strange troop before me was pecu- 
liarly Indian. The uniform consisted of a velvet coat or gaber- 
dine. over which most of them wore a shirt of mail. Others had 
this shirt made to form a part of the tunic. A belt round the 
waist, richly embroidered in gold, supported the powder-horn, 
covered with cloth of gold as well as the Persian hatdr and the 
pistol which many of them carried in addition to those weapons. 
Some wore a steel helmet, inlaid with gold, and surmounted with 
hxlgi or black heron’s plume ; others wore a cap of steel, vrork- 
ed like a cuirass in rings. The left arm is often covered from 
hand to the elbow with a steel cuff inlaid with gold. The 
round Sikh shield hangs on the hack fastened with straps 
across the chest, a quiver at the right side and a bow slung 
at the back being carried as part of the equipment ; a bag 
made in the belt holds the balls, and a tall bayonet, frequently 
ornamented with gold, held in the right hand when the man is 
on foot and carried ever the shoulder when in the saddle, com- 
pletes the dress.”

Part II of the volume deals -with the following four bundles 
pertaming to the pay rolls of the irregular cavalry. Out of these 
four, one contains pay rolls and other miscellaneous papers relat- 
ing only to derail khass and the remaining three to those of the 
entire cavalry for a period of four years and six months from Chet 
1901 to Bhadon 1905 (Aimil 1841— September 184S A.D.). The 
pay roils for the previous years, i. e., from Saml)at 1869 to 1900 
(1811 — 1843 A.I).) — as explained in the introductory note — -will 
be dealt with in volume II of the series. Here, too, some 
attempts have been made at presenting a connected account of 
this branch of the army, by way of adding short introductory notes 
to various derahs (regiments) comprising the ghorcharah fauj. 
These notes are based, partly on the earlier pay rolls and partly 
on the invaluable works of Massy and Griffin (Chiefs and families 
of Note in the Punjab) and Sohan Lai {‘‘midat-ul-tawdrzkh) .

Remarks . — ^The full designation of the regiment was derak farzan.d 
l^Sss Raja Hlra Siiighwala and was more popularly known by its abbreviated 
title of jerah Mldss, 

This regiment was evolved out of a nucleus of some 5 companies of 
Eajput troopers recniited by Ranjit Singh from amongst the Dogras of 
Jammu when he annexed this tract to his Kingdom of Lahore. In Sambat 1874 
(1877 A. D.) these Jamwal Rajputs, as they were called, were detached from 
the general body of the gkoraharSh sowars and organised into a smaller body 
of 261 strong Wown as the derail jamwdlan. It then formed part of the 
force placed under Misr Diwan Chand, zajar jang, on whose death in July 
1825 it was placed under the command of SarJar Lehna Singh, Majithia. 
In 892 (1836 A. D.) the command was given to Raja Hira Singh and 5 
more companies of Sikh troopers were added, raising its strength to 723 men. 
Thenceforward the regiment came to be known as the derak Mhass as it was 
no longer composed of the JamwSl Rajputs exclusively. 

Raja Hira Singh, the first commander of the derak, was a great 
favourite of Ranjtt Singh and was styled by him as ’’Jarzai^d l^ 


no 


fact Hira Singh was from my childhood taught to address the Maharaja as 

(father). His father. Raja Dhian Singh, was one of the three Dogra 
brothers — Raja Gulab Singh and Snchet Singh being the other two — who, 
entering the Maharajahs service in comparatively humble capacities, rose to 
the position of the greatest influence and power at the Lahore Court by 
personal address and ability. The part they played during the eight years 
after the death of Ranjit Singh forms an important chapter in the Sikh, 
history, and, is too well known to be detailed here. 

Hira Singh "was very carefully brought up by his father, Dhian Singh, 
and his constant attendance at Court made him fully conversant with the 
policy of the Maharaja. Early in Sambat 893 (1836 A. D.) Jasrota and 
the sorrounding hill districts were placed under his administration, and he 
was given an independent command in this regiment. He was thus trained 
and prepared for the future struggle in wducli he took an important part 
When his father, Raja Dhian Singh, was murdered by the Sindhapwalia 
faction in September 1843 A.D. Hira Singh, by a display of remarkable 
courage, skill and eloquence, won the army to his side and succeeded in 
establishing his position as iva'^lr in liis father^s place. But soon after he 
lost popularity with the army for placing an implicit faith in hxs adviser 
Pandit Jala who was disliked equally by the Rani, the Sardars and the 
army. On 25th January 1846 the minister and his tutor while t.iyiug to 
make away for Jammu were slain by the troops and their heads publicly 
exhibited at the gates of the city. 

As Hira Singh gained power the strength of the regiment shows a 
corresponding increase in number. From a nucleus of 26 1 so tv dr s in 1874 (1817 
A. D.) it rose to 723 in Sambat 1892 (1835 A. D.). In Sambat 1896 (1839 
A. D.) 8 other derails of Sikh misldars were incorporated into the regiment, 
thus raising its strength to 1,377 men with an annual salary of Rs. 4,41,392. 
Maharaja Sher Bingh and Raja Hira Singh still further added to its numbers 
and increased the pay till in Sambat 1901 (1844 A. D.) the strength is 
recorded at 2,089 men whose annual salarj-^ amounted to Rs. 7,51,708.

Reworks.- During the period covered by the rolls, the ministry of Eaia 
flira Singh was overthrown and ■ ardar .Tawabir Singh had stepped in his 
place, Jawaliir Singh had personally never been i)opul;ir with the army, but 
by a dint of continuous series of bribes and concessions, he contrived to hold on 
to his otiice I'or 8 months. These bribes in the oflicial phraseology appear 
under the c-harming name of in‘ams. A detaOed account of their occasional 
distribution will be found as a sequel to the pay rolls of each of the above 
derails. 

The number of the troopers as borne on the rolls by the end of .Julv 
1S4'5 stands at 17,621 men whoso annual salary in cash and jagir amounted to 
Rs, 54,24,500.

P^BAH G-HOROHAEAH raiSB. 

THis regiment of j more popularly known the regi- 

ment of the ghorehaTaln, was raised earl j in the beginning of Sie 
Maharajahs reign and was recruited exclusively from amo.iigst the noble 
families of the province. It was the Maharajahs earliest attempt to create 
something in the nature of a standing army and may he looted upon as an 
important step in the devolution of the feudal military system. The obieet of 
its- creation seems to have been on the one hand to have a body of faithful 
and trained warriors round the person of the Maharaja^ and on the other to 
draw the scions of noble families to the Court. 



The aristocratic character of the regiment was more or less main- 
tained almost to the end, and it continued to be regarded as the Maha- 
raia's finest cavalry regiment, composed as it was of the flower of the chivalry 
and nobility of the time. The regiment, like that of the Akdl% Nihaw^s, 
enioyed a great reputation for valour and often turned the scales when 
fortunes of battle seemed wavering. It distinguished itself m many desperate 
ventures and was engaged in almost all the battles of the^ Sikh period. It 
displayed great valour and resource at the battle of Peshawar ^ (the hardest 
fought battle of the Northern campaign), at At bock and again at Chilian- 
wS-la. 

For gallantry, organisation and reputation it compass favourably with 
the Pretorian guards of the Eoman emperors and the old Guard of Napoleon 
in more modern times. 

On its constitution in Samhat 1869 (1812 A. D.) Dlwan Kishan Ghand 
and Saidar Gulab Singh Kapta were appoint^ its commandants. The 
former was succeeded on his death in Phagan 1886 (March 1830 A.D 1 by his 
nephew, Diwan Devi Sahai, who was thus elevated from his command m the 
derai findiwala. Devi Sahai continued to command the # regi- 

ment till the corps was finally disbanded in Sambat 1906 (i849 A. D.) on the 
transfer of the government to the British. It will thu^ be seen that this prize 
post remained in the family throughout. 

Of the two commandants, it appears that Devi Sahai rose high ^ in the 

service of the State and had served in different military and diplomatic capa^ 

cities. Besides the part he took in several campaigns as commander both^ ot 
the detah Pindhvdla and of the ghorchardliB he was employed on other im- 
portknt diplomatic missions. In Sambat 1894 (1837 A. D.) he w;as sent to 
Bombay in charge of the Embassy despatched there by the Maharaja to meet 
the EngUsh and also to ac<iulre a knowledge of that province with special 
regard to its military and mercantile resources.^'* In Sambat 1°01 (lo44t 
A. D.) he was appointed collector on the frontiers of Bannu-Tonk. Agam m 
Phagan 1902 (February 1846 A. D.) be was appointed on the body formed to 
consider the terms of the treaty executed between the British Government and 
the “ State of Lahore which closed the first Sikh War. In the same year 
he was employed with Sardar ^Atar Singh and Misar Rup Lai as representar 
tive of the Shdha Darhar to demarcate the boundary line of the territory ceded 
- to the British on the Kangra side as a result of this treaty. 

Strength, — From its strength of 800, as it stood in the begin- 
ning, it gradually rose to 1,320 during the lifetime of Eanjit 
Bingh. Maharaja Sher Singh, Baja Hira Singh and Sardar 
Jawahir Singh added about 300 more, thus raising the num- 
bers to 1,600 men, whose annual salary amounted to Es. 6,20,000.

As a result of his disappointment at Multan in 1 812 A. D. Ranjit Singh 
set about re-organising his army. He accordingly added to the numb« ot 



ins irregular cavalry and raised a regiment of select orderlies {ardah/ 
a.-b 0 ut 500 strong. To this miclens were added several other regiments of the 
same name as they were raised from time U> time. 

The nieinlan’s of tiie Orderly Regiment^ besides their militasy duties^ were 
frequently employed on executive work collecting taxes and presents. 

In the bt‘gToniiig the regiment was (‘Oinmaudecl by Malitab Singh Bahadur 
hfagria and on his death in Sambat 'IST7 (iS'20 A.-D.) he was succeeded by his 
brother. Blilma Singh, wliu retained this post for yearS; till the regiment 
was finally disl)anded with the entire WhfdHa army. 

For Ids honesty, faitlifulness and loyalty, Bhima Singh seeo^s to have 
won the (-oiilldence of the l\Iaharaja. He was very frequently entrusted with 
the work of cairying State or orders to different chiefs and mrdarSy, 

and was honoured with Idhil^af'S on. almost every occasion, for executing his 
functions to the entire satisfaction of tlie Maharaja., In Sambat 1887 (1830 
A.D,) he was appointed to col ieei the revenues of Kashmir and also tore- 
port in detail on the general condition of the country* 

He joined service on Its. S, 500 a year and in Sauibat 1901 (1845 
A. D.) he was drawing Rs 6,000 a year, being the pay of a full G-eneral. 

Early in Sambat 1374 (i8I7 A. D.) the IMaharaja raised two more 
regiments of orderlies and tacked them on to this dtrah Again in Sambat 
lb79 (iS‘2’^ A» D.l when Jam‘dar Wmshhal Singh received command of a 
division of irregular jrriny, a number of other companies of troopers were 
added en ilac to this regiment and henceforth it came to be treated as one 
big derail. 

Under Mahtab Singh this regiment rendered conspicuous service in the 
sieges of Attock a.nd Multan. It also took part in the battle of Mankera and 
again in 1823 A. D, formed part of the division commanded by Jain^dar 
lOiushhal Singh in the Peshawar campaign. 

StrengtJk — Erom its strength of 500, as it stood in the begin- 
ning, it swelled, by sabsequent additions of other regiments, to 
2,000 in Bambat 1894 (1837 A/J).), a little before the Maharajahs 
death. U'uder Alaharaja Slier Bingh, Hira Singh and Jawaiiir 
Singh it witnessed considerable additions to its strength till in 
Samb.it 1902 (1845 A,D.) we iiud the number i*6corded at 2866 
men whose aiiiiiial salary ainoimted to Bs* 9,20,000*

Dbrah Naulakha.^ 

Derah, Naulakha was the collective name given to a number of coin* 
panies of trooi->ers cantoned in the vicinity of Naulakha and placed en 
masse under Raja Suchet Singh. It w'-as also more popularly known as detak 
eka/idiydrt. 

The thirty-two companies composing this in Sambat 1879 (1822 

A. Dd t‘aised at different dates though grouped into one big regiment for 
the first time in that year. As new companies were raised from time to time 
they were incorporated into this derail till their number reached 55 within the 
next twelve years.

been traee'd* 
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111 Sainbat 189E (1835 A. D.) it was aeeordiagly split up into two 
ilom--Ifa-ula/cIia Kaldn and Naulakha Khi^rd — tlie former being placed under 
Sucliet Singb^s Lieutenant Rai Kesri Singh. 

The Commander Raja Suehet Singh was the youngest of the three Dogra 
brothers. The eldest Giilab Singh had charge of their treasure^ troops^ cannons 
and fortresses at Jammu^ while Dhian Singh by ylrtue of his office of Prime 
Minister wielded immense influence and power at Courts and the gallant and 
handsome Snchet became the idol of the cavalry. 

Ill 1843 A. D when his nephew^ ilira Singh^ tfiieceeded to the wasdrai^ 
SsLchet Singh who had not been on the best of terms with him repaired to 
Jammu for the time being. But as he had a staunch supporter in Rani Jindan 
he began to cherish hopes of the wazdrat himself. Accordingly when in 1844 
A, D the news of estrangement between Hlra Singh and the army reached 
Jammuj Suehet Singh set forth to supplant his nephew in the good graces of the 
troops. But Hira Singh, who was a clever intriguer^ had already promised 
large bribes to the army and on Suehet Singh^s arrival it declined to support 
him. A secret warning was conveyed to Suehet Singh^ but the gallant Dogra 
rashly determined not to draw hack. In spite of repeated warnings from the 
minister, he refused to retrace his steps to the hills. He was at last 
deserted by many of his own followers and fell fighting. 

Strength . — The strength of the corps is recorded at 1,690 men 
in Samhat 1880(1823 A. D.) and within the next twelve years 
it swelled to 2,674 by additions en hloc of a number of companies 
raised from time to time. In Sambat 1902 (1845 A.D.) again, as 
a result of considerable additions under the governments of 
Maharaja Sher Singh, Hira Singh and Jawahir Singh, the 
numbers rose to 4,192 whose annual salary amounted to 
Es. 11,70,496.

Deeah EAmoaehia. 

The Bdmgarhia Misl was one of the most powerful of the Sikh con* 
federacies in the latter half of the eighteenth century. Under the leadership 
of Sardar Jassa Singh, the confederacy gradually increased its possessions 
and influence. Even after the death of this leader in 1803 A.D. Ranjit 
Singh, who was rapidly gaining in power and had already given proof of his 
future greatness, began to covet the Ramgarhia territory. However, not 
feeling strong enough to break down its power at this stage, Raiijit Singh 
made friends with Jodh Singh who had succeeded his father, Jassa Singh, 
in the leadership of the misL J odh Singh did not possess the mettle of his 
father and consented to fight under the banner of Ranjit Singh, and like his 
other vassals received Millais for meritorious services on several occasions 
from the Maharaja. The confederacy thus ceased to exist as an independent 
power from 1804 A. D., although its possessions remained intact for another 
12 years. In 1816 A D., when Jodh Singh died, his sons were stripped of 
even this vestige of power. They were given small pensions and their 
territory annexed to the kingdom of Lahore. Their small force of 210 men 
was taken into the Maharajahs service- 

The regiment retained its old name, though a few years after its transfer 
Ranjit Singh nearly doubled its strength by the addition of troopers from 


different (Jerah. TMs force was. at first placed niider General llisar Dlwan 
Chand^' on wliose dentil in 1824 A3, it was merged info n. larger one com« 
maiKlecl hy Sardar Lehiia Siiigh^ Majithia. 

Strength.— Duiing the lifetime of E-aiijit Singh it did not 
witness any consiclerahle additions to its strength \?hicli is re- 
corded at 448 men. ; Maharaja Sher Singh, Efija Hira Singh 
and Sardar Jawahir Singh each added to its ntimbers^ and in the 
pay I’olls of Sambat 1902 (1845 A. D.) it is recorded a,,t 740 men 
wiiose aiiiiiial salary amodnted to Es. 3,80,000.

DERAI: PlNDfWAIiA. 

The first pay rolls of this regiment eoimnenee in Bisakh 1878 (M&y 1821 
A. D.) when the force kept by Sard Sr Jfwan Singh was transferred to the 
service of the State. Jiwan Singh was the fob of Sard ir Milbha, Singh 
Thepnria, once the most powerful of the Sikh chiefs. His territory extended' 
round Rawalpindi, yielding him a revenue of about 3 lacs of rupees. On his 
fathers death in 1804 A.D. Jfwan Singh yielded to the rising power of 
Raiijft Singh and consented to fight under his banner. Jiwaii Singh himself 
died in 1815 A.E. and Eanjft, Singh, desirous of having a more direct control 
over Rawalpindi on account of its stiategic position, commanding as it did 
the north' western route into Inclm, annexed the territory to the Kingdom of 
Lahore and transferred the small force of 280 men into his own service. 

Besides the addition of few troopers, Eanjlt Singh did not effect any 
change in the constitution of the regiment and the old officers of Jiwan 
Singh were allowed to retain their command. 

DfwSn Kidha Kishan was one of the earliest commanders oftheregi- 
ment, and Griffin has ascribed to him the distinction of being the first to 
scale the walls of the Attocik fort when it was besieged hy the Maharajahs 
armies'. 

Devi Sahai, son of Rsdha Kishan, and Lala Das Mai continued to’ 
hold command for several years. In the end of ' Sambat 1886, when 
Devi Sahai was promoted to the command of the fjlwfchwdk JdtdsH regiment, 
;on the death of his uncle, Dlwan Kishan Chand, Radha Kishenhs 'second 
son. Bishan Das, was appointed commander of the (lerak and continued to' hold 
it till the final dissolution of the regiment in 1849 A.D. 

As remarked elsewhere in these notes, the distinguished officers of this 
branch of the army were frequently employed, on civil and' administrative 
posts under the Goveriiment and Dlwan Bishan Das for two years Sambat 
1887 and 1 888, is said to have held the post of the eolieotor c-f revenues of 
Rawalpindi in addition to his military duties. 

The regiment in the beginning formed part of the force placed under 
Sardar ^Atar Singh Sindhanwalia and then under his brother Lelma Singh. 
But in 1848 A. D when the Sindhanwalia Sardars were overpowered in the 
struggle with Raja Hfra Singh and their fakirs confiscated, this regiment was 
placed under Sardar Atar Singh Sindhanwalia. 

Strength —In tbe beginning the strengtii of the regiment 
is recorded at 800 men with an annual salary of Es* 1,00,276- 
Later on, a number of Sindhanwalia troopers, who had 'been 
granted j^girs in the district of Pindigheb^ were amalgamated 
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to this regiment together with a demh of the AMU Nihangst 
added en Hoc. Again in 1843, _ as' the result of change in the 
eoMiinand, the Kalianwala contingent was also made to form 
part of the regiment— raising its strength to 1,060 men whose 
annual salary amounted to Es.

This regiment should jiot he tahen io include the coutingeufs supplied by 
the SiDdbau'walia FardSrs. It u'as composed of trooj's paid directly hy the 
State hut placed in common with the feudal ltvi<s of the SirdhSuwalias 
under Sardar Amir Singh and subsequently under his sons Lehna Singh and 
Shamsher Singh, The Sindhanwalias on account of their close relation with 
MahSraja Eanjit Singh possessed immense wealth and influence in the conntiy. 
Sardar Amir Singh, the nncle of Banjit tingh, accompanied him in his 
earliest expeditions, and his sous, Eudh Singh and ‘Atar Singh, specially made 
their mark in Peshawar and other frontier campaigns— the former for his 
skilful generalship and the latter for his courage and bravery. On Lis father^s 
death in 18^7 Lehna Singh, who was specially in the good hooks of the 
Maharaja, assumed the charge of the family estates and retained command 
of the regiment till he was killed in September 1843 in his struggle with Baja 
Hlra Singh. Their family estates were confiscated by Hira Singh, hut 
Shamsher Singh, who was at Peshawar and did not join the struggle, was 
confirmed in his own share of the proptoty and was given the command of 
this 4erah. 

Strength.— In Sambat 1902 (1845 A.D.) the strength of the 
regiment is recorded at 686 men wliose annual salary amounted 
to Es. 1,48,836. 

Bate of rolls.— 'From Chet 1901 — Har 1902 ; folios 187. 
Dekah ShAm Singh, AttAeiwAla. 

This regiment formed that portion of the Attirlwala contingent which 
was directly paid hy the State— the remaining being maintained hy Sardar 
Nihal Singh himself out of the service jagirs granted him by the Alaharaja. 

It was formed for the first time in 1808 A. D. wLen about 150 sowars 
from the Attarlwala contingent w'ere taken over in the direct pay of the 
Government. 

Sardar Nibal Singh with his contingent rendered conspicuous service in 
most of the earlier campaigns of Banjit Singh. On his death in 1818 
his son, Sardar Sham Singh, assumed the command of the regiment under 
whom_ it distinguished itself signally at Multan, Kashmir, Peshawar and 
Mudki during the first Sikh War where Sham Singh fell sword in Land and 
pierced with seven bullets. 

*Lelana Singli, for bis distinguished action at the fort of Shahg^adar, bad won tbe good 
graces of Kanjit Singli. On bearing tbe news of Lehna Singb’s having successfully defended tbe 
fort against tbe fearful Afghan odds, the Maharaja is said to have remarked — Lehna Singh 
has done what could be expected of only aa experienced general though he (Ranjit Singb) had

The Att3riwala Sar^Srs, both father and son, were very brave and gallant 
soldiers, and in the words of Sir Lepel Griffin “ no Sikh Sardar, excepting* the 
Sindh3nwa!ias, stood so high in the MahaiSja’s favonras the AttariwalSs.” 

Starting with 155, the strength of the regiment 
reached 204 men after some additions to its nuniher by 
Maharaja Sher Singh and Sardar Jawahir Singh and in Samhat 
1902 (1845 A. D.) its annnal salary is recorded at Bs. 67,211.

Tills repfiiiieBt first caBie into existence in 1808 A.T)* when, on the death 
of Nar Singh Chainiailwik^ his troopers were placed under Sardir Grirmnih 
Singh. GnrmiiHi Singh was one of the most famous of the Maharajah gene- 
rals and joined almost all the camxmigns of Ran jit Singh and his successors. 
In 1788 A, when he was eight years old, Sardar Mahan Singh 
selected him a play-fellow and companion of his son, Ranjit. He 
outlived his playmate fancl subseepient master) having served him and his 
descendants most loyally* A detailed account of the military services of the 
Sardar would embrace the history of all the Sikh Wars. Suffice it to say, 
that he joined in almost all of them and served with distinction and credit. 

Stfength.~T.lie regiment started with 60 men and only 
20 more were added dnring the lifetime of the Maharaja. 
Baja Hira Singh, however, afteinvards doubled its strength by 
transferring troopers from, several other derails. In the pay rolls 
of Sambat 1903 (1846 A. D.) its strength is recorded at 198 
men whose annual salary amounted to Es.

This regiment, also known as dmikMaiaraja Sier 19 

mislf. or companies of troopers, for the first time grenped together to form 
one regiment at the close of the Maliara 3 a'’srt*ign in Samhat 1900 {1S43 A. I).) 
The regiment wa.s designated as derdi T'oja JLai Hugh — perhaps so called 
because it had among its subordinate units one company of K)0 troopers 
known by that name. Kaja Lai Singh, son of Misar Jassa Mai— the 
toshf&af:^ of Eanjit Singh— entered service in the humble capacity of a 
clerk in the treasury. He gradually rose to a position of fome importance, 
and in 1&43 A. D.'^on the death of Alisar Beli Bam he was promoted to the 
office of the chief treasurer by Baja Hha Singh. His influence, however, 
increased under the next Minister, Sardar .Tawahir Singh, and on i he death 
of the latter succeeded him to the uanarat. He was^ appointed one of the 
commanders of the Sikh troops dnring the first Sikh War. In 1846 he was 
charged with treason in connection with the rebellion of the Kashmir G ov^ 
eynor, Shai^ Imam-u'd-dln, and banished from the country. 
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The command of the regiment was given to Sardar Kahan Singh 
Kiiharia — a veteran soldier and officer of note who had distinguished himself 
in several actions on the frontiers of Bannn, Tonk and Peshawar commanding 
a wing of the chahanjdfi derah under Raja Suchet Singh. 

Strength. — ^The strength of the regiment is recorded in Sambai 
1901 (1844 A. D.) at 1,050 men whose annual salary amounted 
to Es.

Remarks ^ — This short period of miic months witnessed changes of 
the greatest moment in the Sikh history. 

The power of the li}>dha army, which had been growing unehecked since 
the demise of the great Maharaja, now reached its zenith. In January 1845 
it had removed Eaja Hfra Singh from vmzarut and murdered him, and again 
in September it tried and coadernned to death the Minister Jawahir Singh. 
In fact everyone in power now dreaded its strength. 

Now since the Court party, headed by liatii Jindan,, saw no other way 
of freeing itself from the galling yoke of the army it instigated the latter to 
invade the British territory. The infuriate^! Mhdlsa accordingly, on 8th 
December 1845, crossed the Sutlej and a few days later the British Govern* 
inent, believing their object to be hostile^ declaj'ed war. This lasted for 8 
months, and after several engagements at Mudki, Ferozshahr, 41fwal and 
Sobraon, ended in the defeat of the Midka. On 8th Sfareh 1816 w^as signed 
the treaty of Lahore by which Maharaja Dalip Singh ceded to the British 
Government, in perpetual sovereignty, the whole country, hill and plain, be« 
tween the rivers Beas and Sntlej. The territories of Jammu and Kashmir were 
made over to -Maharaja Giilab Singh for a sum of sere3t3i^-five lacs wliich he 
paid as the balance of one crore of rupees imposed upon the Lahore riarbar as 
%var indemnity. Furiher the Maharaja engaged to reduce his army to 
battalions of regular infantry and 12,000 c^avalry and surrender all "the guns 
which had been pointed against the British Army. 

The Lahore dad bar, in accordance with the pro visions of the treaty, took 
in hand the reduction of the army immediately on the restoration of peace 
and order. Examination of the pay rolls shows that the retrenchment was 
managed with great tact. At the time of each periodical disbursement a 
certain number of troopers were taken off from the strength of each derah 
and having been paid their arrears and other dues were discharged frojn 
service. The pay rolls dealt with in this bundle comprise two detailed lists — 
if) of the bw-hdl mdndah ov those retained and (ii) of the har^tarj shndMb 
or those discharged from service.

Remarks After the conclusion ol the treatv of Lahoi'e, Jtani Jindaii was 
recognized as Regent of the State with Raja lil Singh as Executive Minister. 
Major Lawrence was stationed at Lahore to represent the interests of the 
British Government. In De ember IS 10 Raja Lai Singh was tried for hav- 
ing secretly instigated Shaiki Imam-Wd-Diu'to refuse to deliver the province 
of Kashmir to Maharaja Gulau Singh to whom under the treaty it now be- 
longed. Lai Sing’h'’s guilt being provcil, he vras deposed from his office and 
banished from Lahore. The Government was, according] v, placed in the 
hands of a Council of Regency consisting of 8 Sikli CHiiefs with a British 
Resident to control and direct its actions . 

The affairs ran with appai'ent stnoothriess for about a year, and to a casual 
observer there was peace and (juiet in tlie country. But under this smooth 
surface were hidden, as subsequent events proved, elements of discontent 
which needed only an opportunity to stir them up into active rebellion. This 
oppoitunity was offered by the revolt of Liwan Mul Raj, Governor of 
Multan. The news of the MultSn outbreak spread like wild fire and the 



malsa was again tip In arms, Prcxilamatioiis were issued tlirotiglioiit. tlie 
Kingdom calling upon every trne Sikh, ui the name of the Guru, to gird np 
his loins and take part in the holy war whadi was to free tlie Mjalw from the 
oppression of the, With varying fortunes ilie war lasted for C 
iTiontlis wlieii on 12th i\Iareli 18^19 the sniTeiider of the Sikh Commander 
Ijja Sher Singh hroright tlie struggle to a close. 

On .March 29tb the |)roe]aiTuitkm of tin,* annei^atloii of the Panjali was 
read out and the Govern or^G'Cneral declared tliat the Kingdom of the Panjah 
was at an end and all thr* tfriTitories of Mahara;ia Eanjtt Singh were then and 
heneeforth a portion of t'he British Empire in India.

It was only in Samhat 18f>2 (1&05 A. IX) fhat, at the sugges- 
ti(.n of Jaswant Eao Holkav, Ihanpt Singli for the first thue 
thought of orgn.ni.sing a regnlni’ i;reasiu'y and n.n ofllce for the 
preservation of State records. But for want of a competent 
financier at his conrt, Ihe >i!aharajfi could not at the moment 
carry out his designs. The matter was, tlierefore, postponed 
till Biwan Bhawani Das joined i;is court in 1S08. Bhawani 
Das had lieen a reAnnue offictn- of eons])icnous ability under 
the Kabul Kings, bnt l)piiig disgusted witli their treatment 
.sought service under Banjit Singh who, being already on the look- 
out for the services of an experienced financier, oifered him a 
liberal salary.

The ia.‘kiqdf section comprised en- 
tries referring to the revennes derived exclusively from land, 
tfhile the sdirM covered every other source of income. The 
revenue, under the sMr branch, was appropriately dealt with by 
separate offices and their branches.

All the three systems of payment were oo-oxisting for 
some time, but gradually the second disappeared and the third 
became more general in the later part of llanjlt Singh’s reign. 

The fidcl-nddar class was paid twice a year in the 
months of Jothand i’hadon, bnt as for the nwJnbirs there was 
no fixed time for payment of salar'u'S. The modern practice of 
distributing the salaries at the end of each month was never 
in vogue under the Sikh Grovernment. The army, fis a rule, 
was in arrears for five or six months. But in spito of this 
apparent regularity, there was, as the following table will 
show, a system which the Government observed in I'egard to the 
date of disbursement : — 

The combined salary Jbr the months of — 

Bisakh — Sanwan was paid in Asuj---Katik (October — 
November). 

Bhadon — Asuj was paid in Fob — Mangh.

The department of military accounts was divided into three 
sections, each of wdiieh kept the accounts of

— This register contained in 
one ]ilaee a consolidated account of the receipts and disbursements 
of cash received in the military treasury. The receipt section was 
more ^ detailed than that of disbursement. The latter contained 
only in aggregate the amount debited to a regiment, whereas in 
the former were detailed in every instance of credit, particulars 
specifying the date, the source of receipt, and the object for 
which money was required. , 

(c) jam' Inarch ifagsJ/v?.— This register w'as usually prepared 
at tbe end of six months and was designed to bring at one place 
all the items of receipts and disbursements relating to the re- 
gular army. The receipts section of this x'egister, accordingly, 
provided for the detailed entries of the cash receipt as well 
as for those debited to the department by means of orders 
on local treasuries and letters of authority sanctioning depart- 
mental transfers. 

The disbursement section contained only the totals of the 
amount paid as salary and other chai‘ge.s to each unit of the army. 

The closing section gives the details of the balance showing 
firstly cash left in the treasury chest, secondly with the regimental 
munsMs, and thirdly the amount unrealized from various 
tanMwah parwands drawn on local treasuries or other Govern- 
ment departments. 

(d) and (e) jam‘ March anidnat and jam' Maz'ch Jemrdt- ~ 
These registers were meant for finally consolidating in one place 
the accounts under those heads. The accounts were extracted from 
the preliminary registers of the same name, providing, however, 
for additional entries of re-payments of deposits, remissions 
of fines or other miscellaneous disbursements made out of these 
funds, and showing lastly the balance in hand on each account. 

Tbe undisbursed salaries of fauii (dead) and ha -kdz' amdah, 
or those killed in action, w ere made over if claimed to the 
deceased’s larMar-i-haqzqi freal brother), pisarash (his son), 
tthizya (his wife), madrash, pidrash (his parents), less the charges 
for cremation or burial {hafn dajn).

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SUMMARY CATALOGUE. 

Part III of the volume deals with ten bundles relating to the 
subject of accounts. Of these ten, eight pertain to jam' 
account of the regular and two of the irregular army. The 
latter cover a period of the last 6 years of the Sikh rule, where- 
as the fornaer extend over 29 years from 1818 to 1847 A. D. 

This record of 29 years, it may be remarked, is not 
complete in itself. It is only the jam‘ Bard taqsmz or hookn 
of consolidated account of receipts and disbursements that are 
preserved for almost the entire length of the period above men- 
tioned and the preliminary papers of liasrat and amSnat accounts 
could be traced only for broken periods. 

The main order in which the bundles have been numbered 
and arranged is chronological, but the sub-grouping of pa- 
pers in a bundle has been done in reference to the subjects they 
relate to. The advantage of this system will be that one would 
keep intact the original arrangements followed by the Sikhs, while 
the other will facilitate any reference or cross-reference of the items 
of account in a particular year from one sub-head to another.

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DESCRIPTiVE ROLLS. 

‘Ala-’ud-din Kliilji was, perhaps, the first Indian ruler who, 
T ^ , , early in the 14th century, introduced the 

practice of drawing up descriptive-rolls of 
men and horses, but it v/as apparently discontinued on his 
death. It was re-established by Sher Shah and again by Akbar 
in the eighteenth year of his reign and remained in force till 
the disintegration of the Mughal Empire in the middle of the 
18th century. In the Panjah the system was revived by 
Banjit Singh about Sambat 1862 (1805 A.D.) and was rigorously 
enforced throughout the Sikh period. The Maharaja made it 
a rule that a man’s cliihm or descriptive-roll was drawn up as 
soon as he entered service. 

The descriptive -rolls of the Sikh period are more elaborate 

Form of the roll Mughal Emperors. The 

latter, a specimen of which is reproduced 
in Irvine’s Army of the Indian Mughals, contains the name of the 
man, his father’s name, his father’s father’s name, his place of 
origin, his caste, followed by various details of personal appear- 
ance and marks of identification. In the case of a sotocir or 
trooper, a brief description of his horse is also noted. 

The rolls of the Sikhs, in addition to the above particulars, 
show the date of appointment and the starting pay of a 
trooper followed by any variations therein. The date of trans- 
fer to any other regiment or of removal, whether by death, deser- 
tion or dismissal, is also invariably noted. A facsimile of this

a,dardghi and a mlotri. asptrn (veterinary doctor), had to inspect 
the horses of his regiment to see whether they were fit for service 
aud to compare the marks of identification of the animals with 
those noted in the roll. An alistract of each inspection report 
was entered in the I'olls giving date, month and year. When 
a horse wms rejected as being unfit for service, the entry' 
(unfit) was usualty made on the roil, and it w'as but rarely that 
the exact reason for rejection "was stated. If the animal rvas 
passed the entry before'’ was made. If it was not 

looking w^ell, the entry was JjU (not looking stout). 

When it recovered, the entry was (became well). 

The pay and allowance of a trooper was to a certain extent 
regulated by the condition of his animal. It was, therefore, to 
the interest of the man that his horse should be in good condi- 
tion. A lean aud thin animal w-as rejected as unfit for service 
whereupon its sotvar lost Es. 10 per month till it was again 
passed as fit or until he prodaoed a new one. ^ In case the horse 
died the trooper drew' the pay of a foot-soldier till he provided 
himself with another. It need hardly be remarked tliat the 
threat of cutting dowm the pay of tlie sowars no less than the 
practice of the periodical inspection of both ^ nieu and tiieir 
horses was largely responsible for the state of efficiency which 
Eanjit Singh’s cavahy had attained. 

Nature of information ^ few general deductious may fairly be 

available from j^adefrom a oursoiy studv of these papers:- 


Firstly . — The opinion generally held that tlie 
raja first thought of introducing European methods or dnll 
after the well-known incident of the affray betw'een the ahcdis 
and the escort of Mr. Metcalfe does not appear to be correct. 
Eanjit Singh had raised at least tlnee battalions mraated in 
the methods of Eui’opean drill in Sambat 1804 (180/ A.D., 
about two years before this incident took place. 

Secondly , — That four oui. of twelve Infantry battaliou^ 
raised before the arrival of the Erench Generals, Ventura and 
Allard, were purely non-Panjabi battalions, pcruitod and otiicei - 
ed by men coming from several districts of the present Unitei 
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Pi’ovinoeB of Agra, and Oudh. Gradually as service in the re- 
giiiar arniy became more popular in the Province, the purely 
i anjabi element becomes more marked. 


Service in the army was not restricted to any 
particular class or creed. lihatris, Bajputs, Jats, Sikhs, 

Brahimns, Sayyads, Afghans and Pathans are ail found in the 
army hsts. 


Fourthly. Though there were no well-defined rules govern- 
ing promotion, men seem to have risen steadily, and merit or 
conspicuous service seldom w'ent unrewarded. A man who 
enhsted as a private generally rose to the position of a 
smadar. md many of those who joined the army as suhadars 
or Adjutants, gradually rose to be Generals commanding a 
full brigade. ^ 


■r'b^^^/if|^--lndisciphne, neglect of duty and insubordination 
to Ingher omcers were variously punished wdth fine, loss of pay 
and rank, imprisonment in quarters and dismissal. 


Sixthly. does not seem to have been any definite age 
jniit either for entering service or for compulsory retirement. 
60 long as_a man was physically fit for active duty, he continued 
^ army. j.i appears that men between the 

age 01 iO and bo w'ere generally regarded as being fit for mili- 
tary duty, and that they continued to serve up to the age of 65 
or sometimes even more. 


Seventhly . — Although there 


„ was no such thing as a 

regular pension, yet it appears that a kind of allowance for' the 
dead and wounded was sometimes granted. This pension or al- 
lowance as worked out from several cases noticed in these 
papem amounted to about one- third of the pav. and the wound- 
ed soldier w^as required to give a substitute (generally a brother 
or son) before he was entitled to draw his pension. These 
allowances were called %ngl%s Avhich seems to indicate that the 
Maharaja borrowed the practice from the English. 

El, Vacancies in the ranks seem to have been*filled 
from the members of the family of the retiring soldier. One may 
roughly say that about 30 per cent, of the vacancies in the regular 
army were so filled, whereas in the irregular cavalry this practice 
was almost invariable ; and the explanation seems to be that in 
the former class of cases the payment w^as mostly by wav of 
nionthly salary and in the latter by mgfr also. There is 
thexefoie, a strong indication that military service was prized and 
bougnfc attoi aacl the fact of a relative having served in the anuy 
gave a person a sort of preferential right of appointment.
